An Interview With Genius

He was seated upon a bench, listening 
with inscrutable sphinx-like calm to the 
chatter of a pretty woman beside him. 
The May sunshine had lured many well 
dressed idlers to the promenade upon the 
yellow cliff; and the invalids, swathed to 
the chin in shawls or sealskins, shivered 
petulantly in the shelters provided by a 
lavish but astute municipality. Below us, 
the cold gray sea of an English spring 
splashed ineffectually upon the flat, sandy 
beach, seeming to woo in vain the disused 
bathing machines which clustered coyly 
out of reach of its chill embrace. The 
weary eyes of the famous novelist wan 
dered from the face of his. comely com- 
panion to rest for a moment upon the faint 
outline of a distant headland. His ex- 
pression was. still inscrutable—almost 
wooden. He took no heed of the people 
who passed before him, and seemed un 
conscious of the covert smiles excited by 
his Bohemian garb. These, it was evi 
dent, did not recognize Mark Maturin, but 
I did so at the first glance, and pitied their 
ignorance. 

Everyone of his splendid novels was 
familiar to me. He was, so far as my 
critical acumen permitted me to discern, 
quite our greatest fictionist. In the past 
{ had sought out the reviews of his bocks 


a; they appeared in the public press al- 
most as eagerly a; I had perused, nay, 
devoured the works themselves. I had 
on one or two occasions even gone so far 
in my appreciation of his writing, as to 
attempt a critique cf my own. But 
recognizing that it’s very note was one 
of atulation, I destroyed it. In a word, 
Mark Maturin, to me, was the greatest 
man in England; the one man in England 
for whose friendship, even for whose 
acquaintance, I would have given a far 
thing.

True, I had never seen him before, but 
I was not for an instant doubtful of his 
identity, for I had seen many portraits of 
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him in newspapers and magazines. These, 
as I now decided, scarcely did full justice 
to his massive, intellectual face. My heart 
beat quicker as I watched him. My ad 
miration for his genius had almost betrayed 
me into a breach of good manners. For 
tunately he did not notice my eager 
scrutiny. 

From a vacant seat on the adjoining 
bench I continued to watch my hero with 
more discreet regard for conventional 
courtesy. It was a joy to me to be seated 
within ten yards of him; but, almost for the 
first time in a blameless, useless life, I de 
plored the personal obscurity which formed 
an impassable gulf between us. Sadly I 
recognized that wealth and social position 
could be no passports to intimacy with gen 
ius.

Aware of his contempt for class distinc 
tions, it did not surprise me to note that 
Mark Maturin’s pretty companion was 
quife a middle-class looking person.

He 
had quite the early Victorian head, rendered 
the more massive by the long, flaxen back- 
hair that partially concealed the dinginess 
of his collar. The nose was short and 
broad (as in his portraits) ; the lips full and 
sensuous, and, even at ten yards’ distance 
I could detect a three days’ growth of beard 
upon his masterful chin. An ugly man 
withal, as I had fully expected; but the in- 
tellectual power of the face fascinated me.

Even the sticks of 
genius are influenced by gravity. The 
bludgeon fell, but he did not heed it.

“You recognize me, I see,’”’ he said mod 
estly. ‘‘ Have we met before?” 

‘No, but I have the greatest admiration 
for your genius, Mr. Maturin. All your 
works are in my modest library and I have 
read your last book six times over.” 

“Sir,” he said, rather in the style of Dr. 
Jonnson, “‘I had rather vou had bought 
SIX copies.” 

He flashed the smart retort so quickly 
that I was enchanted by his ready wit.

They sell oilskins, stuck to- 
gether like huge dried fruit, and heavy 
shirts, and black tobacco, and all the slop- 
chest wares that never get abroad among 
land folk.

South Street was lined 
with ships, whose jibbooms hung overhead 
from the Battery to the Bridge. Talk of 
vessels was in the air: their arrival and 
departure; freights; the sailing of distant 
waters, and the scientific handling of trade- 
winds and monsoons.

“Ts this a junk-shop?” says Tarbox t’ 
me, as soon as th’ Old Man was out o’ 
sight. “She’s bully along decks, but 
rotten aloft That ain’t sailorizin’.” 

‘Don’t you jump at conclusions,” says 
I. “Th’ Old Man’s a sailor o’ th’ first 
water, but he’s workin’ under difficulties. 
it’s this way Chapman & Briscoe sold 
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We piled ’em in a heap abaft the main mast. 


her a year ago t’ Needham in Boston. Th’ 
Old Man owned an eighth, an’ he ain’t got 
around t’ pullin’ out yet. This voyage °\ 
finish him with Needham. Needham 
don’t believe in new runnin’ gear. So 
we'll sail with th’ old. We can’t starve. 
We ’re loaded with grub for th’ Chilenos. 
What a Chileno can eat, I can eat. We 
can’t sink. She’ll ride out any weather. 
An’ if the Old Man has charge, I ain’t 
sayin’ nothin’.” 

“Well, if that’s th’ way she’s headin’,”’ 
says Tarbox, “‘all right, let her go. We'll 
get there somehow, sometime.” 

We worked till dark, stowin’ stores. 
Th’ cap’n went back t’ th’ city in th’ tow 
boat. After chow I come on deck. I 
wanted t’ get things straightened out in my 
mind. 


It was a pretty night. Two or three 
men-o’-war was lyin’ close, an’ we 
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could hear th’ bugle calls. All th’ flowers 
ashore was just beginnin’ t’ blossom an’ 
smell. How ’uld you like t’ be goin’ out t’ 
sea now, in a square rigger, hound any- 
where? Remember how the bridge looks, 
as you tow out by Governor’s Island; an’ 
th’ Statue with th’ sun settin’ in smoke be- 
hind? I see e’m from th’ Staten Island 
ferry, goin’ down t’ Snug Harbor, now! 
Tarbox come up too, an’ leaned over th’ 
rail. I was thinkin’ a good deal, about 
him. From th’ first he had interested me. 
I’d dropped th’ idea that he was bluffin’, 
an’ was huntin’ for a better clew. I took 
stock in what Jim Coley said, too. I don’t 
know why, an’ can’t tell, but somehow for 
all that he did n’t tally in my mind. I’d 
seen sailors, but not like him. I’d seen 
landlubbers, an’ he warn’t no lubber. I 
kept shufflin’, an’ hopin’ for a lucky deal. 
One time I says t’ myself, “‘ Here’s a man 
dropped in from nowhere’s, nobody knows 
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him, nobody remembers him. I’ve read 
0’ pirates like you, gentlemanly, an’ all 
that. I ain’t so sure but you ’re a retired 
pirate.” Then again I says t’ myself, 
‘He ain’t the only pirate in disguise. I’ve 
run up against a number in my day.” 

I let it go at that, an’ went an’ turned in. 

Next mornin’ dawned bright and clear, 
th’ wind comin’ out o’ th’ nor’ west. About 
six bells th’ cap’n come alongside with th’ 
crew. They was as dirty a gang as ever 
I kicked forrard. Half of ’em turned in 
all standin’; some of ’em we had t’ lug 
into th’ forec’s’l. Six men out o’ sixteen 
turned to; we hove short with th’ donkey 
engine, got th’ hawser out, an’ broke away 
a little after eight bells. 

Tarbox found time t’ have a look at th’ 
men in th’ forec’s’l. A dirty lookin’ gang; 
we ain’t had any sailors since close after 
th’ war. These was th’ regulation thing. 
Shanghaied, an’ picked up along shore, or 
kicked out o’ th’ boardin’ houses after 
they’d been bled. I’ve seen mates lay 
into a drunken gang in th’ forec’s’] before 
now, just t’ break the news to ’em. 

But Tarbox got some rags first, an’ did 
up th’ head of a Dutchman that was stove. 
“T’ll need you before long,” he says. 

In the other forec’s’! he says, ‘‘ You sober 
off awhile, an’ turn to when you feel like 
it.” 

©’ course it was th’ best way. Though 
somehow it was n’t what I expected. They 
did n’t either. 

Th’ way we got through th’ work that 
mornin’ was a caution. We catted an’ 
fished th’ anchor before th’ towboat fairly 
got us straightened out. We set th’ lower 
and upper topsails when we got down th’ 
bay, takin’ th’ halyards t’ th’ donkey; an’ 
th’ Old Man had half a mind t’ send th’ 
boat back. Between whiles we cleaned 
up th’ fag ends o’ things; an’ when we 
passed Sandy Hook, there was n’t a devil 
ish thing t’ do but set th’ sails an’ let her 
go. Th’ anchors was both stowed, chains 
unbent, hatches battened down; every 
nameable thing ship-shape an’ ready for 
sea. Six or seven more men turned to; we 
had th’ t’ gannelsails on her when th’ tug 
cast off: an’ she wasn’t a mile astern, 
droppin’ fast, when we set th’ main top- 
mast stu’nsail. 

Th’ Old Man took a look around before 


dinner. It worried him t’ see things go 
without a hitch. He went up on th’ 
forec’s’| head, an’ looked aloft forrard o’ 
th’ sails. Th’ mate was standin’ by th’ 
main riggin’ when he come aft. 

‘Fine breeze, Mr. Tarbox, fine breeze,’ 
says the Old Man. “This ’ll carry us half 
way t’ th’ Azores. Them Stu’nsails draw 
well. We'll see what she’s makin’ after 
dinner.” 

Then it rang eight bells.

Th’ breeze we sailed with hung by us 
for a week, dead aft,—an’ we makin’ two 
hundred-an’-fifty or three-hundred a day. 
Then it dropped off, an’ blew up from th’ 
southerd an’ eastward. We took th’ 
royals off her, an’ let her go on th’ port 
tack, by th’ wind. 

Th’ crew had all turned to th’ second 
day out, an’ we kept ’em busy for awhile 
gettin’ her in some kind o’ shape aloft. 
They were a useless lot o’ landlubbers, th’ 
scum 0’ boilin’. There was n’t two of e’m 
knew th’ ropes. Steer? They could n’t 
steer a shingle with a string. 

Tarbox tried to teach ’em things. That 
sounds good, but it ain’t. It ain’t my way; 
it warn’t th’ Old Man’s; it ain’t a ship- 
shape way at all. Let ’em find out. 
Thump ’em once in a while, an’ they’ll 
learn t’ go t’ looard of you. 

He was too easy with ’em, I thought; 
he acted queer about it. I suppose he’d 
got soft livin’ ashore. Then there was 
his wife; an’ nothin’ takes th’ starch out 
of a man like that. I was intendin’ t’ 
speak t’ him about it sometime. But it 
came on t’ blow heavy, an’ things de- 
veloped. 

They called all hands in th’ middle 
watch one night; it was a southerly squall. 
I run forrard t’ catch th’ last man out; I 
had a few things laid up against a couple o’ 
men in my watch. I took an iron belayin’ 
pin out o’ th’ rail as I went along, in- 
tendin’ t’ land him one with it. Tarbox 
come up behind me an’ caught my arm. 

‘“‘No, Mr. Noyes, none o’ that,” he says. 
“We don’t do that.” 

Th’ man took it all in. 

“Thank you, sir,”’ he says t’ Tarbox. 

It was bad an’ I made it worse by 
swearin’ at th’ mate. 

‘Main upper-topsail yard. there.” says 
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Tarbox, shuttin’ me off. ‘“‘ Lively there.’ 

Well sir, I could ha’ bit a gasket off 
with my teeth when I got aloft. In th’ 
first place I had t’ give that man, Tom 
was his name, a lickin’. I took him as he 
struck th’ deck, got him down t’ looard, 
an’ hammered him in good shape. That 
was all square. 

When we got shortened down, I had it 


‘“‘T don’t like t’ see a man hit that way,” 
he says. 

‘What way do you like t’ see a man 
hit?” says I. “He'll have t’ be licked 
fifty times now. You'll have t’ lick him.” 

“No,” he says. 

“Tt’s a rudiment o’ discipline. Any 
body that handles sailors knows better 
than that.”

out with Tarbox. He was walkin’ th 
weather alley-way as I come along. 

“Devil of a job you done there forrard,”’ 
says L. 

“Why?” says he. 

“Why? Ain’t you got any better sense 
than that? If you needed th’ man t’ 
work, I would n’t ha’ laid him out. Why 
did n’t you go about it some kind 0’ 


shape.” 


‘‘Look-a-here, Mr. Noyes,” says he, 
‘we ’re all adrift. You don’t understand. 
I’ve got t’ tell you all about it. But I 
don’t see where t’ begin.” 

He took a turn or two up th’ deck. 
Then he told me his plan. I can’t re- 
member how it went; somethin’ like this. 

“T am a Christian. That’ll do for a 
starter. You don’t find many men at sea 
savin’ that. An’ just from that reason, 
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you don’t know any more what a real 
Christian is, than a Patagonian. You go 
home from a voyage an’ go t’ prayer 
meetin’, an’ think they ’re all that way. 
You don’t believe ’em, an’ don’t trust ’em, 
an’ so it goes. 

‘‘But where I was, there ain’t no time 
for that sort o’ religion. I thought most of it 
out all alone, nights, an’ I had t’ make a 
plug t’ fit th’ hole. Besides, I was brought 
up in th’ palmy days; I knew a thing or 
two; an’ I think no man ever worked out 
a more practical religion. I took my life 
year by year, voyage by voyage, ship by 
ship; an’ thought what was good, an’ 
hung to that; an’ decided what was bad, 
an’ repented for that. Some things stand 
pretty heavy against me on th’ other page. 
But I ain’t carried it too far; 1 know what 
a man is; I know drink; I can swear yet; 
an’ th’ only thing I’ve done is t’ put on 
brakes—begun t’ think, an’ choose, an’ 
deny. 

Th’ one thing I have t’ repent for most 
is my dealin’s with th’ men. I was 
brought up in t’ old times. I learned of a 
hard man, too, even for them times, Mr. 
Noyes; some o’ th’ things I’ve done fair 
wakes me out of a sound sleep nights. I’m 
softer now, an’ I don’t want t’ be hard. 
No. That’s th’ lesson I’ve got—-t’ feel 
other people, how they think, how things 
seem t’ them. 

“Tt’s cowardly, this game we play with 
sailors. I used t’ think I was cock o’ th’ 
walk—a brave man. I was talked about 

on that account!” 

He took a turn up th’ deck. 

“Tt can be done different, Mr. Noyes,” 
he says, comin’ back. ‘I’m goin’ t’ show 
you ‘it can be done. I have stood th’ 
limit on the other tack—there’s breakers 
there. You lick’a crew, an’ you keep on 
lickin’ °em. You thump a man when he 
ain’t t? blame, an’ you stop him tryin’. 
That’s sense. ‘They ’re men, just men. 
But I have treated ’em like dogs. In all 
my goin’ t’ sea, I never saw a man helped 
or heard a word 0’ praise.” 

“Did you ever get one?” I asks. 

“That ain’t th’ point—” he started in, 
but I cut him off. 

“That’s just th’ point,” I says. ‘Ever 
read after a man called Darwin, that wrote 
about th’ survival o’ th’ fittest? Th’ Old 


Man give it t? me one Sunday. Darwin 
says, let her go Gallagher, hooray for th’ 
feller on top, an’ th’ devil take th’ hinder- 
most. That’s th’ squarest religion I ever 
struck. It’s so. Sailors ain’t fitted t’ be 
praised. D’ you think you can baby a 
crew? It’s playin’ with fire.” 

Tarbox shook his head. ‘I thought 
this out a long while ago, with fear an’ 
tremblin’,” he says. ‘i had more at stake 
than you; I can rememt er how it was when 
I was young. But I don’t remember a 
kind word I got then, though many’s th’ 
time one would ha’ helped me out. A 
man’s a man; I am changed now’ an’ see 
a lot o’ things that was hid. I’m an old 
man t’ you; my fightin’ days are over. An’ 
please God, we’ll try a different lay this 
trip; we'll see what’s in it, anyway. A 
man’s a man, an’ [’ll treat everyone that 
does his duty, as I would my own brother.” 

“It’s noble,” says I, “but is it sailor 
izin’?”’ 

“The highest kind,’ says he; “th’ 
sailorizin’ that helps you in th’ voyage o’ 
life. An’ the wonder of it is, it’s never 
been tried. Think o’ th’ years an’ years, 
an’ all th’ ships, an’ not a one run under 
God’s law. An’ then I says,we’ll try it now, 
we'll give it a show this trip. I can’t 
make you think as I do; you ’re too well 
taught, an’ too young. But all I ask isa 
favor; let me put this through my way. 
I’m sick of everything I know; I want t’ 
forget everything I ever learned. It’s all 
wrong, a crime against God an’ man. 
Wha’ d’ you say?” 

“Say what?” says I. 

“Will you drop th’ fightin’, an’ not hit 
another man this voyage, or do any o’ th’ 
old dirty tricks? It ’ll be hard for you, I 
know; you ain’t no tenderfoot. But will 
you try my way? I'll promise you th’ best 
success you ever had. Wha’ d’ you say?” 

Well, what could a man say? I said 
*yes,” an’ we shook hands. 

“Now,” says I, ‘wha’ d’ we do?” 

“Tt ain’t what we do, so much as what 
we don’t do,” sayshe. “ Don’t hit a man 
till you talk to him. Don’t lose your tem- 
per; an’ when you see a good job, say so.” 

Them was just th’ kind o’ things a man 
like that would cut out for you t’ do. I 
laughed an’ laughed, walkin’ th’ deck that 
night. I knew there was a skeleton some 
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wheres. Th’ old woman must ha’ been a 
tartar, I thought. 


I won’t have t’ tell you how soon it took 
th’ crew t’ get th’ upper hand. That gale 
lasted two days; then it moderated down 
an’ hauled t’ th’ southard. We shook th’ 
reef out o’ th’ upper topsails, an’ wore 
around on th’ starboard tack. Up on th’ 
main topsail yard they was talkin’ loud, 
an’ I shut ’em up. 

‘Shut up along th’ yard there,” says I. 

‘What harm is it fora man t’ talk?” says 
someone on th’ yard arm. 

‘None 0’ your lip,” says J, “or I’ll show 
you what harm, when we get on deck.” 

“We'll see about that,” says he, an’ 
took his story to Tarbox. 

Tarbox called me along, an’ asked me 
about it. 

‘‘Look-a-here,” I says, ‘‘this has got t’ 
stop. We ’re losin’ th’ grip.” 

‘“T’ll talk to em,” says he. 

‘“There’s one thing,” I told him. ‘ Lick 
‘em. That man’s got t’ be licked.” 

But he ca'led ’em aft. 

“Tt’s a custom,” says he, “on shipboard, 
to obey orders. I notice you ain’t got 
that down fine, but you must keep at it. 
Obey orders. Anything that you ’re told 
t’ do, do it. Ask why afterwards. But 
do it; a lot may depend on it that vou don’t 
see. You understand. As long as you 
obey orders, you won’t get into trouble 
aboard this ship.” 

“Three cheers for th’ mate,” sings out 
a man. 

They gave three cheers. 

I landed th’ man on th’ point o’ th’ jaw. 

“‘What’s this for, Mr. Mate?” he says. 

“Will you stand for that?” says I v’ 
Tarbox. 

“For what?” 

“For th’ cheers?” 

“Why not?” says Tarbox. 

I give it up, an’ told th’ man t’ go for- 
rard. 

Th’ Old Man did n’t find it out for some 
time. But when he was below, they fair 
run away with Tarbox. You can see how 
it was. You know a sailor’s th’ dirtest an’ 
meanest creature on God’s footstool. 
They found his weak spot, that’s all. He 
handled th’ work—weill, as I never saw it 
handled before. T took off my hat t’ that 
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man forty times a day; he was a sailor from 
clew t’ earin’. He could sail-make, an’ 
rig, an’ navigate, an’ turn out more fancy 
work than any five men I ever saw put to- 
gether. He could sail a ship like a yacht, 
an’ set a stu’nsail with a twist th’ Old 
Man had t’ learn. But th’ crew laughed 
at him. ‘They obeyed orders, because his 
orders was always right. Outside of that, 
they insulted him with every breath they 
drew. You can see how it was. 

She was a strange ship for a while. Th’ 
cap’n an’ me didn’t have no trouble; 
they was n’t sure of either of us. I kept 
my word t’ Tarbox, an’ did n’t touch a 
man. Lord, but they took it out o’ him! 
An’ at last th’ Old Man caught on. 

One night in th’ trades he come t’ me.

By thieves, an’ 
all th’ dirty hounds that ever curried favor 
with th’ crew. But you ain’t one o’ them. 
An’ you ’re makin’ th’ mistake o’ your life.

You’ll get left in th’ long run, or my name’s 
Dennis. Go forrard, man, an’ give ’em a 
damn good lickin’,” he says. 

“Do you find any fault with me wor-rk, 
cap’n,” says Tarbox, rollin’ his words with 
an Irish twist I’d never heard him use before. 

“hs.” 

‘Do th’ men bother you at all, at all?” 

‘No, they don’t,” 
says th’ Old Man. 

“Then leave me to 
meself— that’s th’ 
way I was br-rought 
up,” Tarbox. 

“T’ll answer t’ you 
when I bother you.” 

He went fofrard, 
an’ th’ Old Man 
never broached th’ 
subject again. 

For all that, Tar- 
box was n’t 
of himself after a 
while. He used t’ 
talk it over with me 
in th’ dog watch. 

“Tm willin’ t’ 
stand what I get,”’ he 
says t’? me one night 
off th’ River. “It 
never can pay back 
for what I used t’ 
give. But sometimes 
I think things ain’t 
pannin’ out. I can 
see there’s a screw 
loose somewhere.

I took off my hat to him again. 

When we got down off th’ Horn, we 
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struck some nasty weather. It changed 
th’ temper of th’ crew. Up to now, it had 
been a good joke for them; come t’ think 
it over, they was a bright lot, mostly Irish. 
Th’ weather had been pleasant, food good, 
work easy, an’ no better fun than t’ bait a 
broken-down officer meanwhiles. But th’ 
cold froze up th’ joke. They wasn’t in 
trainin’; they did n’t 
have anyspunk. You 
had t’ drive ’em aloft 
t’ handle sails; you 
had t? chase ’em 
around decks t’ keep 
their blood runnin’. 
Some of ’em went 
sick, an’ Tarbox 
tended ’em, an’ eased 
‘em off. Then it come 
on t? blow heavy 
from th’ sou’ west, an’ 
kicked up a bad sea. 
We hove to an’ 
drifted; shook th’ 
goosewings out 0’ th’ 
lower topsails, an’ 
put ’em in again. It 
was hard weather on 
th’ best o” men. 
“Some day when 
we get in a tight hole, 
them men ’Il fail up 
on us,” I says t’ Tar- 
box. 


An’ sure enough, 
things did turn out 
that way. It hap- 
pened one night just 
comin’ dark, when 
th’ Old Man decided 
t’ wear around on th’ 
other tack. Th’ seas 
was runnin’ moun- 
tains high; but hove 
to she rode ’em like 
a bird. She was a fine sea-boat. We got 
all cleared away, though, in order t’ bring 
her around sharp; you could n’t tell what 
she’d do in that heavy weather. 

We relieved th’ wheel just before we put 
th’ hellum up; it must ha’ been four bells. 
Droppin’ off she was handlin’ herself well; 
a big sea caught her up an’ she slid along 
on top 0’ that for miles. Tarbox got th’ 
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yards squared, an’ waited for her t’ luff 
up on th’ other tack. He waited some 
minutes, but she did n’t seem t’ luff. 

Just then I see th’ Old Man jump at 
that wheel, yank it out o’ th’ man’s hands, 
sling him one side, an’ whirl th’ spokes 
like mad. I run aft. 

“He had th’ rudder amidships,” shouts 
th’? Old Man. “Getforrard. Somethin’s 
up. Th’ crew!” 

He was white as a sheet, an’ pointed his 
thumb over his shoulder. I looked up an’ 
up, an’ there, right over our stern hung one 
o’ them tremendous seas. It seemed as 
if th’ sky was solid green water; her 
stern dropped as if she was hangin’ on th’ 
edge o’ nothin’, an’ I felt my heart droppin’ 
too; an’ while I looked that wave curled 
an’ rose an’ reached for us like some great 
hand. It cut th’ wind off, though I could 
hear th’ upper riggin’ singin’. Then it 
fell. 

I must ha’ «aught a stanchion, though 
all I can remember is that I held my 
breath for hours. Then my head come 
out,an’ I saw th’ cap’n hangin’ t’ th’ wheel. 
Th’ ship was luffin fast, an’ I knew th’ 
yards was still square. 

“For God’s sake, get forrard, if you 
want to keep us afloat,” shouts th’ cap’n. 
‘‘See if there’s anyone left, an’ get them 
yards braced up. Your life depends on 
it. Another sea like that—” 

I lost th’ rest, but I knew what it was 
too well, for th’ wind caught me in th’ 
teeth, comin’ from abeam. 

When I got forrard, th’ main deck was 
flush full, an’ half th’ men swimmin’. 
Tarbox had th’ main yards goin’; I hauled 
a gang t’ th’ fore braces, an’ we swung th’ 
yards justintime. There was nothin’ on 
th’ mizzen but th’ spanker, double reefed. 

After it was all over, th’ Old Man come 
forrard. 

“Well, what’s the meanin’ o’ this,” says 
he. ‘Send aft th’ man that had th’ wheel. 
Sen 7 ’em all aft.” 

‘“‘We won’t make any more trouble,” 
says one. 

“Trouble? It ain’t trouble I’m scared 
of,” says th’ Old Man. ‘“ D’you know you 
nearly swamped this ship? What I want 
t’ know is, what sort of a game were you 
up to, anyway?” 

Well sir, they were a scared lot. an’ we 


got th’ whole thing out of ‘em. What d’ 
suppose they planned t’do? Take charge 
an’ run back into th’ Atlantic! Th’ man 
at the wheel was t’ keep her before it, an’ 
th’ rest was t’ hold th’ vards square, an’ 
fight if we forced ’em. That sea nearly 
swamped us, but it stopped a bad row at 
a bad time, an’ probably saved all our 
lives. 

All this struck Tarbox in a tender spot, 
—his seamanship. He worried over it 
night an’ day, an’ talked with me about it 
often off th’ Horn. He admitted he’d 
made a mistake; it was a new way o’ doin’ 
things, he said, an’ he did n’t know how t’ 
go at it at first. But now he was goin’ 
t’ change all that. He said he was goin’ t’ 
open up when we got out o’ bad weather. 

“Go through ’em with an’ irca belayin’ 
pin, an’ you’ll get back th’ grip,” says I. 

“T can get it back another way,” says 
he. An’ he stuck to it that he would n’t 
fight. 

But he did n’t reckon with his host. Th’ 
more he growled, th’ nastier th’ crew got. 
He tried a dozen ways o’ bein’ hard, but 
each time they come out a little grain 
ahead.

It has been the policy of certain ones who 
bear some such title as “general staff” to 
send out troops to the Philippines and 
when these troops have become sufficiently 
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acquainted with the people to be able to 
live among them without friction, im- 
mediately to order home these men and 
replace them with new drafts who must 
begin all anew to learn the ways of the 
land.

The dark color-scheme, deep, melan- 
choly browns, lusterless greens, dull golds, 
blended somberly into an alien atmosphere, 
and gave to the eye a vague spaciousness 
which the concert hall did not possess in 
real dimension.

A loud applause burst through the 
auditorium. Elizabeth leaned forward 
depriving Glenn of hcr attention. A door 
at the rear of the stage was swung open 
by unseen hands. Wac*>ter appeared. The 
door closed noiselessly. Wachter strode 
to the front, tall, thin airnost to emaciation, 
his coat swinging with the impetuous move 
ment. Louder grew the clapping. He 


bowed: a quick, nervous sweep. The 
applause reverberated to a climax. He 
parted his coat-tails and took his place in 
the chair before the piano. A hush fell 
upon the audience: silence, awesome, 
hanging, yes, exa:cerated, as of breathless 
worshipers at the fount of some grand 
resonance. 

Adjusting his chair an infinitesimal dis 
tance to the left, he dropped his hands up 
on the keyboard, and—then folded them 
in his lap once more with an ostentation 
of patience. The inevitable late-comers 
rustled down the aisles. Wachter’s eyes 
flashed a command to the rear of the hall 
that the ushers close the doors. Again he 
placed his hands upon the keys. The 
strong focus of light threw into relief his 
face like a pallored sculpture, the long, 
melancholy jaw, the broad, thin-lipped 
mouth, and drowsy-lidded eyes. 

The first note thrilled out. 

Wachter’s prestige rested, for the 
yreater part, on his Chopin playing, and 
the program this evening was made up 
wholly of that composer’s works. He 
displayed Chopin as the lyricist, as a man 
absorbed in the shimmering web of his own 
soul, singing of his own emotions with the 
delight, not of inspired and associated 
thought, but rather the delight of the 
emotions for themselves. Yet the loftier, 
purer spirit was sustained through all, and 
in only a few passages did Wachter lose 
himself to the basely sensuous. The vel 
vet, moody efudes; the mazurkas flaunting 
amorously, scarf-like, their colors upon the 
breeze; nocturnes, crystal caskets of mel- 
ody; cameo preludes; waltzes, and the 
‘* Polonaise in A-flat major” with its rhythm 
that seized upon the blood and beat it 
until it leapt—in all these, however diverse 
in their own immediate variation, Wachter 
preserved a unity of impression which 
stamped the whole with the one distinct, 
creative genius of Chopin. None of those 
fine surface effects were neglected: the 
weaving of those wide, extended intervals, 
the subdued iridescence of modulation, the 
continual luminous shift and play of tone, 
were brought out with a master’s mind and 
technique. Wachter’s tone, too, had some 
of the very essence of Chopin. It was 
round, soft, full, with a depth of languor- 
ous flame like drops of rare liquor, shading

into minute and subtle nuances, perfectly 
controlled, never losing its fine quality and 
charm even in fortissimo passages. The 
impression of the whole program was of 
interpretation of one artist by another 
equally endowed and in perfect sympathy. 


Glen could hardly wait for the first in- 
termission to renew his apology and get it 
off his mind; and, when Wachter had been 


recalled three times, and the applause 
lessened, he launched into it impetuously.

It was 
one of his own compositions, a simple 
‘Lied ohne Worte,” tripartite in form, a 
miniature of his own temperament. Dur 
ing his call the evening before he had 
played it to her and told her that she had 
inspired it—yes, told her many other things 
that still rang in her ears. With this 
knowledge the music bore an especial 
significance to her: it seemed as if he were 
playing to her alone, almost as if she were 
the only one who understood. The 
principal theme was an_ unembellished 
melody, simple but evasive; an episode 
followed in dazzling staccato and swirling, 
extreme (fem po, all over before one hardly 
realized, leaving only the flash of scintil 
lating fingers to the eve and the rare sense 
of some delectable dimpling of the soul.

Some Dramas of the Day

Never in the history of New York 
theatricals has there been an August 
so bespangled—or shall I say bespat- 
tered—-with new plays. The same idea 
seems to have struck all the managers 
at once and that idea was that for once ina 
way Old King Sol and General Humidity 
would have extended all their fire-works 
early in the season and from the first week 
of August on all will be plain sailing for the 
pioneer manager who first dared to jump 
into the Broadway Theatrical Arena. 

The result was harrowing beyond 
words. Actors and actresses who usually 
never dreamed of returning to town for 
rehearsals before August 15th found 
themselves frying and frizzling in the 
theaters by the 15th of July, and on Au- 
gust 6th when the curtain rose at the 
Criterion on the first new production of 
the season, “‘ The Little Cherub,” actors, 
managers, critics and play-goers alike 
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found themselves in what seemed like an 
immense cauldron or a Broadway lobster 
pot. To say that “The Little Cherub” 
was tried as by fire at its first performance 
is putting it far too mildly. No critic 
would ever have had the heart to roast 
it after the stifling reception which it 
received at the hands of the -weather 
that night. It speaks volumes for “‘The 
Little Cherub” that it lived through that 
first performance, and certainly its man- 
ager, Charles Frohman would be fully 
warranted in labelling it an ‘‘asbestos”’ 
success; that it is a success there can be no 
doubt. It puts another plume in the 
cap of Mr. Ben Teale as a stage manager, 
and although it presents no strikingly 
original features in either its scenes, 
situations, or specialties, it may be summed 
up in a word as another triumph of Girl. 
The star of the piece is Miss Hattie 
Williams, and if for nothing else she de- 
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serves to be immortalized for the modesty 
which she has shown in her stellar debut. 
Here is a star who is content to occupy the 
stage for only seven or eight minutes in 
each of the seven acts; the rest of the time 
she is talked about by the other characters 
and furnishes the motive for the entire 
play, but her own appearances are rare 
and of the rapid fire sort. She comes on, 
sings a song, accepts her encores and 
disappears. If more stars followed this 
process their popularity would be infinitely 
greater, and Miss Williams in obliterating 
herself in this manner really does far 
more to make both herself and her play a 
success than if she held the stage against 
all comers for a half-hour session. Sur- 
rounding her are a number of remarkably 
pretty girls including Miss May Naudain, 
Miss Mabel Hollins, Miss Winona Winter 
and Miss Grace Fields. The biggest 
hit of the play is scored by these four 
young women who sing a song called 
“Oh How I would Like to be a Boy” 
during which they play a game of foot- 


ball with such success that at almost 
every performance some member of the 
audience receives a gratuitous foot-ball 
in the eye. 

The comedian, James Blakely, has one 
capital number which he sings with Miss 
Williams, entitled ‘‘The Doggie in the 
Yard,” a song which was written by that 
charming young actress Miss Marie Doro 
whose fame as a composer bids fair to 
equal her success as the prettiest of stage 
ingénues. 


The next novelty, the ‘Kreutzer 
Sonata” at the Manhattan, wasa contrast 
tosay the least. Both Miss Blanche 
Walshand Madame Bertha Kalisch possess 
versions of Mr. Grandin’s play which was 
originally produced in Yiddish at one of 
the downtown theaters and acted over 
three hundred times. Miss Walsh had 
already presented her version on the road 
and therefore when manager Harrison 
Grey Fiske announced that the ‘‘ Kreutzer 
Sonata” would be the opening attraction 
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Richard Golden and the Harem in “The Tourists.” 
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of Madame Kalisch at the Lyric, Miss 
Walsh’s managers moved heaven and 
earth to reach Broadway ahead of her. 
Why there should have been such a fuss 
and fury over this play, only heaven and 
the managers know. It proved one of 
the dreariest must unwholesome and mor- 
bid productions that New York has seen 
in many a long day, and it only afforded 
Miss Walsh one opportunity for emotional 
work. This was the final scene in which 
as the wronged wife she killed almost 
everybody in sight. Considering the 
caliber of most of the members of her 
company the audience would gladly have 
forgiven her all her sins and peccadil- 
loes if she had only run amuck and an- 


nihilated them early in the first act. The 
play reminded you of Ibsen crossed 
with a Welsh rarebit which had gone 


wrong. To say that it was stodgy diet 
for a sweltering August night states the 
case fairly. 

Horror was piled on horror until the 
audience fairly gasped for a breath of 
fresh air, and the only laugh in the entire 
evening came early in the performance 
when Miss Walsh looking particularly 
well fed and bristling with adipose tissue 
was informed by one of her relatives that 
she looked like a mere child. This was

much for the audience; even the 
prompter had to laugh. 

The heroine of the play had been 
brought up in Russia where she was be- 
trayed by a young army officer. After 
her child is born her father pays a degener- 
ate musician a sum of money to marry her 
and take her to America. The entire 
family emigrate with them, and in the 
second act the heroine’s husband falls 
madly in love with his wife’s sister. It 
takes three more acts of misery to bring 
the wife to the point where she executes 
her own revenge. 

Miss Walsh proved a disappointment 
in the leading character; until the final 
scene she merely walked through the 
play, and although in the murder episode 
she played with a good deal of her old-time 
vehemence and power, her conception 
of the part seemed careless and rough- 
shod. Miss Helen Ware as the young 
sister carried off the honors of the night.

The good man’s wife finds the programme 
of the performance in his pocket. On the 
advice of his bad brother-in-law, James 
tells his wife the horrible truth, that he has 
been guilty of the crime of going to a 
theater. She leaves him instantly threat- 
ening to bring suit for a divorce; but 
presently the bad Wetherby gets hold of 


her, talks her into reason and proves to 
her amazement that he is really far more of 
a saint than the man whom she has always 
worshipped; the result is a re-union of 
both couples, and the curtain is rung 
down on a particularly stupid and insipid 
little comedy, whose sole virtue was that 
it introduced to New York in Mr. Hawtrey 
an actor of subtlety, distinction and con- 
siderable charm. Outside of Mr. Hawtrey 
the work of the cast was crude ard ama- 
teurish; the sort of acting in fact which is 
driving more people from the theaters 
nowadays than anything else in the world.

DEDOF GS) HEN the business day was

over and the lights were lit 
in the peaceful valley town 
that lay at the foot of the 
hill, it was an unfailing sign 
CFA of the hour that Colonel 

Denby Grier should come 
in a slow dignified fashion out of the great door 
of the hill house and seating himself in a big 
roomy porch chair light a long cigar which glowed 
through the evening like a great rosy firefly in 
the soft dark. 

From my window a little farther down on the 
opposite side of the street I have watched the 
old banker countless times as he sat there tilted 
back, his foot against one of the huge colonial 
pillars, and on the steps descending to the 
terraced lawn before him would be the dim 
group of white and color, his three daughters 
and some of their friends. Perhaps the tall, 
graceful slender white figures moving about 
among the peony beds would be Grace and 
Carolyn, the older girls, while the animated 
elf that always clung close to her father’s place 
in the evening time was certain to be Mildred, 
the child who in that day was shyly entering 
the mysterious world of womanhood. But no 
matter where they were dispersed at dusk, the 
later dark always found them clustered about 
their father’s feet, and ever and anon till a late 
hour I could hear his resonant, drawling voice 
in one of those stories which had made him 
famous throughout the State. 

The last time I was in Virginia I passed up 
the street and by the door of the old mansion. 
I stopped abruptly as it came into view above 
the thicket of lilac bushes that hedged the lower 
corner of the ground. A ruthless, marring 
hand seemed to have wiped from its prospect 
all of its rare old spirit, charm, and beauty. 

The imposing white gateposts with their 
capitals were gone. The peony beds lay fallow, 
the steps were sagged, the pillars were hacked 
and scarred, the walks and the terraces sadly 
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unkempt, and the sign of a boarding house 
hung before the open familiar 
chair and its venerable occupant, the master 
of the house, the gay friends, and the stately 
daughters were gone. I knew the story well. 
I was informed of each detail of the thing that 
had befallen the family on the lee shore, for 
the wreck is spoken of to this day in all the 
region, and so I was, I thought, fully prepared 
for the sight of the place, but I confess that I 
stopped short with a quick choke and stood for a 
moment. looking abstractedly at the ghost of 
what had been. 

It was the final chapter in a long lesson of 
protection of all that any man loves from what 
may befall it when he is no longer able to stand 
between his dearest and most treasured and 
the steady march of attacking circumstance. 
I am going to tell this story with its two wings 
that touch in conclusion. In fact in these latter 
days it has seemed to me that there was a com- 
manding excuse for its being written, and now 
it shall be set down, perhaps spread broadcast, 
and may it do the good that seems to me to lie 
within its scope. 

I first knew the old colonel and his attract- 
ive family through his sister, one of the finest 
types of the Southern gentlewoman it has ever 
been my privilege to encounter. She had 
married a New York broker, Edward Raymond, 
sprung of Connecticut Yankee stock, and a 
member of one of the best known firms in Wall 
Street. Their house on Madison Avenue was 
one in which the gracious unobstrusive hospi- 
tality of the South was blended perfectly with 
the exact and brilliant life habits of New York. 
There one met people who were distinctly 
interesting on their own account, and with Mrs. 
Raymond the power to attract a coterie which 
any woman of society might envy was never 
used for any purposes of family aggrandizement, 
but was merely recognized as the factor that 
brought to her door the friends about whom she 
really cared.

He was 
the highest type of the efficient American busi- 
ness man in the crux of battle. When the 
crisis was over he would lean back, strike a 
match slowly, light his cigar, and let his mouth 
relax in an easy smile. This picture of him 
in that day I have drawn in this manner because 
I must pair it with another and a sadly different 
one later on. 

One evening at a club dinner he met Senator 
John F. Dryden, of New Jersey, the head of 
the Prudential Life Insurance Company, and 
they spent some little time in the discussion of 
conservative New England investments in 
which both were deeply interested. Raymond 
in telling me of the occurence next day said: 

“T had always thought of insurance as a sound 
business, good enough for those whose families 
are dependent on their efforts, and also the 
cause of a violent mania which possessed certain 
persons called agents and evidenced principally 
by an unfailing persistence. No personal appli- 
cation of it had ever occurred to me. Of in- 
surance officials I have had little acquaintance 
and mentally pigeon-holed them as benevolent 
old gentlemen who would not discount twenty- 
dollar gold pieces under thirty days’ notice, 
but in the Senator I found a man of fire and 
steel, just as keen as I or anyone I know in the 
accomplishment of his hands and brains, and 
within himself a perfect business dynamo, well 
governed and secure. Now, you know every 
man stands for a principle in his life work. 
Senator Dryden impressed me_ wonderfully 
and I decided to do honor to his principle, the 


principle of sound life insurance. I asked 
friend to do me the favor of finding out for n 
if I could get written up for twenty-five thousa1 
in his company.” 

It was not a difficult matter, Raymond beir 
physically what is termed a good risk, in fact 
when I knew him many years later he still 
seemed such in every way. The policy was 
of the twenty-year endowment sort, and, as

It was merely a matter of chance that Ray 
mond took this step and I know to a certainty 
that he forgot it completely only at stated periods, 
because matters, seemingly, a score of times of 
more importance were constantly before him 
Quite different were the events which form th 
connecting link between this consideration an 
the pathetic story of the Griers. 

The old colonel was of that provincial typ: 
of business man with an ancient style of lett 
book, and to whom the conduct of no deal wa 
so important as to prevent the introduction « 
some long, whimsical, highly irrelevant dark 
story. He drove down to the bank an how 
after it had opened each morning, and at noon 
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imbed into the antique tockaway and went 
me. Perhaps he came down in the afternoon, 
erhaps he was off astride of Bay Ben visiting 
me of his many farms or galloping furiously 
long some of the hill roads laughing with the 
exhilaration of a boy. 

One of the young clerks in the bank was the 
on of an old friend and was supplementing 
his slender pay by collecting commissions for 
Northern business houses, representing tobacco 
huvers in making contracts and soliciting life 
nsurance. He was a reckless youngster, and 
had asked the old colonel so frequently for the 
hand of Mildred, and been told with such regu- 
larity and emphasis that her father was not yet 
ready to give up his baby, and certainly not 
‘to a cussed young splinter like him,” that he 
had no hesitancy about approaching him on 
any subject. 

One spring Colonel Grier had found that 
with his knowledge of tobacco-growing condi- 
tions, his widespread friendships with Virginia 
growers, and his excellent location, he could 
venture into speculation on the crop with much 
assurance of large profits. This he did, and 
one day when he had cleared a hundred thou- 
sand for a month’s efforts, the clerk went into 
his desk, and the following conversation ensued 
according to the colonel’s gleeful relation of it 
many times thereafter: 

‘Colonel, I thought I would come in to see 
you about something that concerns Miss Mil- 
dred’s future.” 

“You just let her alone, young man, and the 
devil will lose his best means of harming her 
future.” 

“Well, I am interested in this, too. What 
right have I to allow you to fail to protect the 
future of the girl I am going to marry? Sup- 
pose you shot me in a moment of self-forget- 
fulness some day, as you have said vou might 
do. Suppose business reverses and your being 
hanged should leave her penniless “ 

“You audacious little cub—” gasped the 
nearly speechless colonel. 

‘IT may be audacious, but those are cold facts, 
and I have come to ask you to take out a life- 
insurance policy in my company.” 

When the old banker had recovered from 
his rage, the whimsical humor and certain salt 
of sense in the situation appealed to him strongly 
ind recalling the youngster he authorized him 
to procure a policy for $5,00¢. The examiners 
found Grier to be a good risk. He was written 
ip, and signed it over jointly to the young lover 
and his daughter, telling them they might have 
a basket picnic and a month’s house party if 














they should come into the money by his demise. 
It was all done in his capricious jocular way. 

A few months went by, and again the wheel 
of fortune had turned up for the colonel in still 
more extended tobacco speculations, and one 
day the young man broached the subject of 
increasing the amount of the policy. 

One of the colonel’s oldest friends, Judge 
Sam Tucker, was sitting with him swapping 
tales of their boyhood, and both were in rare 
spirits. The visitor asked to see the policy, read 
it carefully, and then said: 

“Denby, 1 never saw one of these before, 
but I tell you it is a fine thing. You can do it. 
Build it up to $50,000 for the three girls. You 
are taking long chances on everything else. 
Give them a little protection.” 

“By George, I’ll do it, Judge Sam,” answered 
the colonel with a bang of his fist on the desk, 
and he did. 

Raymond was handling the New York end 
of the successive deals that were being put 
through in tobacco by his brother-in-law, and 
spurred on by Raymond’s boldness the colonel 
went farther and farther afield in his operations. 
The little bank and the farming business of his 
numerous tracts became very minor matters 
indeed. The people of the South were begin- 
ning to call Colonel Denby Grier the “ Virginia 
Tobacco King,” when suddenly the scene 
changed. 

The spring of the year following the increase 
of the policy, the New York stock market 
turned on Raymond to pay up its old scores of 
raiding he had perpetrated upon it. His enemies 
saw he was hit and gathered together their full 
forces to batter and crush him if they could.

Mrs. Ray- 
mond had been staying with the Griers for the 
month, and she and the girls with some friends 
were just turning into the gate when she caught 
sight of her husband’s white face as he and the 
colonel, standing before an upper window, saw our 
party and turned away to come down. _Instinct- 
ively she ran a little way up the walk to the 
wide-open door within which we could see the 
double stair and its old-fashioned turn and 
landing. 

Vividly, as if it were an hour ago, I see the 
two men, so different in type, so utterly unlike 
in life, descending the steps, care and anxiety 
written on every feature of their faces. 

Just at the landing, the colonel reeled, caught 
feebly at the rail, pitched forward as Raymond 
cried out in horror and caught vainly at his 
arm, and came crashing down the flight to lie 
bleeding and dead across his own threshold. 

Still in my mind’s eye I see the hurryit 
figures, hear the bitter cries of anguish, and 
watch the startled neighbors coming to tender 
their aid to the stricken household. Leaning 
against one of the pillars, looking off across 
the far hills of the old State, stood Ray- 
mond, his face like white clay and 
every line of his mouth and jaw so 
changed that I knew Fate held the 
victory over him.

Of course the colonel’s death left his tobacco 
deals half finished, his estate’s losses through 
Raymond’s failure did the remaining execution, 
and when the administration had cleared up the 
affairs of Colonel Denby Grier, the sole ward 
between his children and complete dependency, 
the only thing to keep his daughters from going 
into the town mills to earn their own living was 
the $50,009 Prudential Insurance policy.

Not Always Sauce for the Gander 





OUR business and 
that of your neigh- 
bor, Mr. Outdoor 
Advertiser, must 
each be handled on 
its own individual 
merits. 

Due consideration 
must be given by each 
of you to what has gone 
before in your own par- 

ticular business — if 

there is to be any cer- 

tainty as to what will 
happen afterwards. 

You cannot attain 
business success by merely following 
the lead of others without regard to the 
particular needs of your particular busi- 
ness. 

It’s a hazardous game to play “Fol- 
Jlow-the-Leader”’ unless you are sure 
that leader knows where he is going 
and why he is going there. 

In advertising in general, and Poster 
and Street Car Advertising in particular, 
this “Follow-the-Leader’”’ game has 
cost the man who pays the bills thou- 
sands upon thousands of dollars.

If a certain successful advertiser pursues a 
certain course at a certain time, it is taken for 
granted by many other advertisers that by 
following the same course the same success 
wiil be attained. 

As a result, the unthinking ‘‘Follower’’ 
finds that after ‘‘it is all over’’ he has been 
losing money instead of making it and has 
been storing his goods instead of selling them.
